CrEAN MILK 
from Clean Cows 


4 bie FIRST few warm days of spring 
usually bring with them an epidemic of 
high bacterial counts or low color tests, and 
a flood of visits from the milk plant in- 
spectors. That alone has made many young 
dairymen quit a profitable enterprise, so 
maybe we'd look into this before 
throw in the towel.

There are four things to watch in pro- 
ducing high-quality milk: milk it clean 
and keep it clean, cool it quick and keep 
it cool. 

That's all routine stuff on a big, special- 
ized dairy farm where there is plenty of 
labor and equipment, and where the main 
job is producing milk. But on that hun- 
dred and sixty in the corn country, maybe 
there is just you and the hired hand for 
the whole job of raising feed, doing the 
hog chores, fattening some cattle, and tak- 
ing care of a grocery-bill herd of milkers. 
You just don't have time to go through all 
the rituals practiced on a grade-A dairy 
farm. But you can still produce clean milk 
during hot weather without too much 
trouble. 

If you've gone through this past winter 
with a low bacterial count and fairly de- 
cent sediment tests, and then your count 
suddenly shoots up on the first few warm 
days, chances are cooling is the trouble. 

An electric cooler is the easiest and sur- 
est way-—probably the cheapest way, too. 
If you are shipping three or four cans a 
day it will pay in time saved alone. But 
there's no reason why you can’t cool with 
well water, if it is cold enough 

Milk plants like to receive milk no 
warmer than 65 degrees, which means 55 
or 56 degrees when it your farm. 
Be sure the water in the tank is plenty 
cold, and deep enough to come up to the 
neck of the can. The tank ought to hold 
about twice or three times as much water 
as the amount of milk you expect it to 
cool. Realize that the water warm 
as it cools the milk. So, while you may 
be doing a good job of cooling quick, 

trouble may be in not keeping it

Clipping ud- 
ders, flanks, bellies and tails is a fam- 
iliar practice in producing high-grade 
milk with low sediment tests and bacterial 
counts. In some sections dairymen now 
feel that over-all clipping adds to the com- 
fort of the cow and prevents lice infestations.

cool. Better be sure there is cold water 
in the tank after the milk has cooled. 

As soon as a can is filled it should be 
hurried to the cooler right away, instead 
of waiting until you've finished milking. 
Stir while cooling so that milk from the 
center will get to the outside where it can 
lose its heat. 

Better look at sanitation, too. If yout 
cows are healthy they won't put many bugs 
into their milk, but somehow they manage 
to get in between the cow's udder and the 
milk plant. You can't judge cleanliness 
of milking by looking at the pad in the 
strainer because 809% of the dirt dissolves 
and is not strained out. 

Of course, you wash the udder of each 
cow in clean water just before milking. 
But do you dry the udder before milking? 
Look at the drop of dirty water that’s left 
on the bottom of the teat. It’s loaded with 
bugs and will go into the milk pail with 


the first squirt. Don’t use the excuse that

If the milk plant hap- 
pens to use the color test instead of bac 
terial count, you'll be defeating your pur 
The color test is based on 
the amount of oxygen in milk. Bacteria 
take oxygen out of milk—burt chlorine 
does, too. So the more chlorine you use, 
the less oxygen in the milk, and the less 
time it will stand on color test.

The flag flew at half-mast on March 14 
at the Cary, Ill, Curtiss Candy Farms, for 
on that day Netherhall Swanky Dan, the 
most renowned bull that ever walked into 
a showring, died of a cerebral hemorrhage.

Perhaps one of the best-known Ayrshire 
ds in this country is the Reymann 
worial Herd, presented to the West 
rinia University in 1917. Fe 0 years 
breeding research has been conducted in 
this herd, with feeding and management 
conditions carefully controlled so that the 


most accurate results may be obtained. 


By using proved bulls the herd’s produc 
tion has increased 3,000 Ibs. of milk and 
135 Ibs. butterfat in 17 years, and the herd 
test has been raised from 4.0% to 4.4 
Results of this experiment indicate several 
considerations which should be made be- 
fore selecting a proved sire: 

He should be better than the present 
herd; his first 5 unselected daughters are 
about as reliable as the first 10 in estimat- 
ing his ability; uniformity in his daughters 
production is not as important as their av- 
erage level of production; records of the 
daughters should be unselected, and the 
integrity and ability of the breeder shoul 
be assured. Type defects in your herd can 
be corrected by the prudent selection of a 
bull. Don't forget that feeding and man 
agement affect a bull’s proof materially 


The Reymann herd has also been the 
subject of experiments with unproved 
young sires. Prof. George Hyatt, Jr., con- 
cludes from these studies that the sire of 
a young bull under consideration for use 
in your own herd should be well proved; 
his dam’s unselected records should be 
known, as well as the unselected records of 
his dam's daughters. Study the type of his 
nearest relatives, for research in this herd 
has shown that there 7s a positive correla- 
tion between type and production—it’s 
small, but of great importance to the dairy 
breeder—M. LOUDERMILL.

larly downward during the next four or 
five months. Supplies probably are passing 
the low point of the season. More spring 
lambs probably will be ready for slaughter 
in the next month or two than last year. 

Even though the trend is down, prices 
will be quite good through May and June, 
so that it will pay to crowd as many 
early lambs as possible for market in next 
two months. Cull ewes should be sold 
early in May before slump for mutton. 

WOOL prices may soften a little from 
new-clip pressure. If so, it seems safe to 
hold until scarcity pushes them up again. 
Currently, demand is slow from the con 
sumer of wool goods through the retailer, 
the clothing maker and the mill to the lo- 
cal dealer. But, domestic production will 
supply only about one-third of consump- 
tuon and toreign markets continue strong. 
@ MILK & BUTTERFAT prices will be 
steady to weak during May and June. Gov- 
ernment support will hold up burterfat and 
manufacturing milk, but competition in 
fluid milk markets will be more intense 
and prices will decline. Due to larger pro- 
duction per cow, supplies are running ahead 
of any previous year and especially high 
in fluid milksheds where prices have been 
most attractive. 

Returns from milk & butterfat over feed 
costs probably will be up to or above the 
average of past years. It will pay to ex 
pand dairy herds moderately in the next 
two or three years. 

EcG prices for top grades will rise 
moderately as production drops in late 
spring and summer, but will be substan- 
tially lower than last year. Production is 
running 6 to 8% higher than a year ago. 
Consumption has increased only slightly in 
spite of a drop of 20 to 25% in retail 
prices from last year. Returns over feed 
cost are likely to be small except for lower 
cost producers or for those with especially 
favorable outlets for top grade eggs. 

POULTRY markets are likely to be over 
supplied in late spring and early summer 
Marketing of spring chickens from farms 
and hens weeded out of laying flocks will 
increase at that time and commercial broil 
er producers have a record crop headed 
for the late May and early June market 
That will be a good time to stay away 
The premium for roaster weights is high 
so that it is likely to pay to carry heavy

One Man's Farm 


post ANY of these warm mornings 
i you're likely to find me out in the 
field on my hands and knees, counting the 
leaves on that Ranger alfalfa I planted 
That half-bushel of seed cost me $34.50— 
almost twice the price of common seed— 
so it had better grow. And it had better 
have larger leaves, and all the qualities im- 
proved strains are supposed to have. 

About half of it was seeded in a “trash 
mulch” field with timothy and _ladino. 
Then I did a strip in oats seeding, and an- 
other in winter wheat. I want to compare 
it with the other alfalfa. 

I planted some brome grass, for it is 
pretty generally recommended in our area, 
One county agent is putting on a campaign 
to “drive bluegrass and timothy out of the 
county.”” I'm not so sure he is right. For 
one thing, cows don’t seem to like brome 
quite as well as green timothy. Brome may 
yield a little more, but the improved tim- 
othy strains are also higher yielders. 

I am cutting down on bluegrass perma- 
nent pasture and will use more and more 
meadow mixture for pasture. But I don't 
feel exactly right about it. I'm aot sure 
we're doing right by kicking bluegrass 
around this way, at least in this bluegrass 
country. 

A new grass that’s had a lot of publicity 
is Kentucky 31 fescue, and several neigh- 
bors are going to plant it. But not me. 
After seeing it at our state experiment sta- 
tion I've decided that it’s not the grass for 
Northern Ohio. At the Wooster. station, 
the cows just wouldn't eat much of it. The 
field looked good—nice and green, But 
that was partly because the cows didn’t 
eat it off. They would ‘rather pick at the 
bluegrass roots in an adjoining field. 

I] ran another little experiment this 
spring. I've read a lot about the amounts 
of pasture that can be produced with super- 
fertilization, so I tried it. On two acres 


next to the barn, I put 17 loads of manus 
and about 1,600 pounds of 2-12-6. 

@ Milk is the main product in our neck 
of the woods, and right now we're having 
tough sledding. The milk dealers are stag 
ing a pri war, and milk is being deliver 
d for as little as 12 cents a quart in this 
area. Average price to the farmer is a 
little less than $3, after hauling is deduct 
ed. Makes it pretry hard to pay for gasoline 
and tractors and automobiles and spring 
bonnets. 

One trouble is that milk is coming into 
our cities from longer distances than ever 
before—and trom areas where cost of pro 
duction is lower. That may be a perma 
nent thing. It may put more hogs and beet 
cattle in Eastern Ohio and Western Penn- 
sylvania. And that, too, might be a good 
thing. I've been reading about the way 
population in western states is jumping in 
numbers, and how more and more western 
stock is being handled at western slaughter 
houses, instead of being shipped East 
Maybe we'll have to grow more meat.

1. How much have dairy cattle im- 
proved during the past quarter century? 
Milk production increased 29% with 
only 7% more cows—the result of bet- 
ter breeding, feeding and management. 

2. Is birth weight in pigs an indica- 
tion of subsequent growth? Yes. Pur- 
due pigs weighing 342 Ibs. at birth 
weighed 37 lbs. at weaning and 215 lbs. 
at 6 months, but pigs which weighed 
only at birth 114 lbs. made 18 lbs. at 
weaning, 189 lbs. at 6 months. 

3. At what season are butcher cows 
highest in price? In spring and early 
summer, because of light supply. 

4. Are more western lambs graded 
common than natives? No, due to bet- 
ter flock management in the West. 
Three commonest causes of common 
lambs are failure to dock, castrate and 
control parasites. 

5. Which pastures furnish more feed 
nutrients—permanent or rotation? A 
pasture rotation and cropping system. 

6. What indicates poor ventilation in 
a dairy? Condensation of moisture on 
walls, ceilings and floors. 

7. When hogs follow cattle do the 
pork credits vary according to age of 
cattle? It varies directly. Older cattle 
pass more undigested corn. 

8. In feeder stock are steers or heif- 
ers best as to rate and economy of 
gain? Aithough heifers attain earlier 
finish, they gain at a slower rate with 
greater cost of feed. 

9. How does hot weather cause tem- 
porary sterility in rams? Activity of 
the thyroid in secreting hormones is re- 
duced, and temperature in the scrotum 
is unfavorable to sperm formation. 

10. Why is the shoulder slope im- 
portant in saddle horse conformation? 
It determines spring and freedom of 
stride, finish at withers and saddle bed, 
influences shortness and strength of 
back, and favors length and set of neck. 
Consequently, it contributes to the 
maneuverability of the horse and the 
lightness of forehand. 

11. How does the conception rate in 
dairy cows relate to the pasture sea- 
son and vitamin A in the blood? Con- 
ception is usually highest 30 to 60 days 
after cows are turned on pasture, low- 
est after dry feeding period. Vitamin 
A level follows same pattern 

12. How may a lack of protein and 
vitamin B affect little pigs? A defi- 
ciency causes chronic inflammation of 
the bowels, diarrhea, unthrifty condi- 
tion and runts. 

13. How does income from cattle- 
feeding farms compare with that from 
grain farms? Mosher of Ill. reports a 
10-year study to show the average 
earning per $100 invested as $8.37 for 
cattle farms, $8.0 for hog and $7.52 for 
grain. On comparable soils cattle in- 
creased crop yields most, averaging 8.4 
bu. more than grain farms. 

14. How is shoddy wool different 
from virgin wool? Shoddy is reworked 
from wool rags while virgin wool is 
right off the sheep's back.

Hormones from Wheat 


(From page 16) Moreover, it was found 
that substances in wheat germ oil chat 
reveal these activities ate effective when 
taken by mouth The hormonal activity 
was destroyed when the wheat germ oil 
was made from rancid or oxidized wheat 
germ. Research has now progressed to the 
point where crystalline concentrates have 
been made that show the actual chemical 
structure of the hormone. The isolation 
and identification of the substance or sub- 
stances as they are formed in wheat are 
imminent. 

Endocrinologists, the doctors who spe- 
cialize in internal secretions, say that the 
normal development of pregnancy is de- 
pendent on the hormonal support provided 
by estrogens and progesterone as well as 
other glandular substances. The farmer's 
fight against abortion is by no means con- 
fined to war on Bang’s. This hormonal 
support during pregnancy is important 
This new knowledge should obviously sti 
mulate a re-examination of research work 
done in the past with wheat germ oi 
Those scientists who have maintained that 
wheat germ oil is of no value as an aid to 
normal breeding may find something con 
structive now in the Illinois discovery that 
the wheat germ does have a hormonal ac- 
tivity. The old desert horsemen who 
insisted on feeding whole wheat to their 
mares, whether they themselves had any 
bread or not, may have had a hint for 
you modern day breeders.

(Round-up—from page 3) take over their own price support program 
by checking-off a half-dollar a hog as an insurance premium against disastrous 
price declines. Meets his one-man Advisory Board, MILES DUNNINGTON, who 
declares that his 160-acre farm with a 37-acre corn allotment cannot have 
enough feed for beef cattle, nor replace soil and buildings as needed, that we 
ought to learn how to get a good steak on the market @ 35c a lb., and that 
insurance of price supports is not only actuarially feasible, but that the “divi- 
dends” could be invested with the Federal Land Bank and so help finance farm- 
ing. ... Just a year now since the Secretary of Agriculture proposed to place 
price supports under beef cattle, lambs, milk, eggs and farm chickens, as well 
as under hogs and corn. I still think we ought to take him up on it, as a means 
of promptly converting America to an Animal Agriculture.
